This was the public position cf 
administration leaders, who 1nder- 
took to back up the president and 
secretary of the treasury Andrew 
W. Mellon. Privately, they hoped 
the bill would pass and be signed 
by the president, so that the bonus 
issue would be removed from the 
economic horizon and. kept out of 


the 1932 campaign.

The bill, as it passed the house, 
would allow World war veterans to 
up to 50. per cent of the face 
on their dajusted compensa- 
certificates.

All of ’Em Optimistic 

And for men without funds, no 
place to sleep or eat and no home, 
they are the cheeriest, carefree and 
most hospitable bunch of fellows I 
have ever had the pleasure of com- 
ing iri contact with. One would 
think that men undergoing the 
hardships these men are would hold 
@ grudge against all mankind. On 
the contrary if there is any optim- 
ism in the world these men ‘sure 
have it.

VALUE OF LAND 
IN COUNTY LOW 


Land and _ Buildings 
Valuation Figure 
Takes Big Drop 


The value of land and buildings 
in Muscatine county has dropped 
$28,000,000 in 10 years and $3,000,- 
000 in five years, according to pre- 
liminary census figures obtained 
today from the census bureau by 
the Free Press. 

The. 1930 value of Muscatine 
county’s land and buildings is 
placed at $34,257,731 as compared 
with $37,418,253 for 1925 and $62,- 
31,221 for 1920. 

The tremendous decrease is in 
the value of the land rather than 
that of the buildings, the latter 
showing a slight increase, although 
the increase is not in proportion to, 
the increase in population. Land 
in the county in 1930 is recorded 
as. worth $22,881,113; in 1925 as 
worth $28,418,253; and in 1920 as 
worth $54,071,098. The value of 
the buildings of Muscatine county 
in 1930 was $10,376,615; in 1925 
$8,421,940 and in 1920 $8,760,123. 

Acreage Still Below 1920 

The acreage of all land in farms 
is still less than in 1920 although 
it' has increased over the total in 
1925. The 1930 figures show 256,- 
033 acres; 1925 an acreage of 247,- 
459;°and 1920 an acreage of 263,- 
051 


Other tabulations are: Value of 
implements d machinery, 1930, 
$2,013,561; 1925, $1,731,111; 1920, 
$2,775,594; average value of land 
and buildings: per farm, 1930, $18,- 
588; 1925, $21,033; 1920, $32,674. 
Per acre, 1930, $133.80; 1925, 
$151.21; 1920, $238.86. 


Tenantry Shows Increase 

Tenantry’s increase is shown by 
the statement that the number of 
farms in Muscatine county oper- 
ated by tenants was 840 in 1930 as 
compared with 782 in 1920. Owners 
had dropped from 1,106 in 1920 to 
970 in 1930 and there were 33 farm 
managers as against 35 managers

The number of horses in the 

ty in 1930 was 8,353 as compared 
with 11,289 in 1920. The number 
of mules had fallen off about a 
third, or from 781 in 1920 to 593 in 
1930. The cattle census showed a 
similar heavy drop. In 1920 Musca- 
tine county had 36,526 head of cat- 
tle, while last year it contained 
only 26,945. This decrease was not 
reflected in the census of milk 
cows, which showed 9,504 in 1930 
but only 7,287 in 1920. The swine 
population has decreased in ratio 
similar to that of the cattle. The 
county had 173,136 cattle in 1920 
and 48,218 in 1930. The number of 
chickens is slightly less than 10 
years ago, the 1930 figures being 
206,423 and those in 1920 222,346. 


More Grain Threshed 

Larger quantities of oats threshed 
for grain, of barley and of hay 
were produced in the county in 
1929 than in 1919, but smaller 
quantities of corn harvested for 
grain, wheat, rye and corn but for 
silage. The figures are for 1929 
and the five and ten-year periods 
previous, in terms of bushels: 

1929: Corn harvested for grain, 
2,603,159; oats threshed for grain, 
917,331; wheat, 152,640; barley, 
59,697; rye, 13,478; hay, 43,283; 
corn cut for silage, 14,488. 

1924: Corn harvested for grain, 
1,949,382; oats threshed for grain, 
1,193,068; wheat, 196,202; barley, 
20,175; rye, 32,051; hay, 32,961; 
corn cut for silage, 22,668. 

1919: Corn harvested for grain, 
2,814,798; oats threshed for grain, 
746,099; wheat ,302,283; barley, 39,- 
618; rye, 53,749; hay, 40,362; corn 
cut for silage, 34,690. 


Oats Acreage Incréases 

The acreage of oats threshed for 
grain, of barley and of hay shows 
an increase in 10 years, while that 
of wheat, rye, corn harvested for 
grain and cut for silage shows a 
drop. 

These figures, it was declared by 
the census bureau, are preliminary 
and subject to correction. The 1930 
census was taken April 1.

ROAD PROGRAM 
FOR THE YEAR 


Construction Work to 
Be Undertaken »in 
8 Townships 


pat oa of the three-year 
road co! ction program started 
last year, by locating, draining and 
putting, in proper size culverts in 
eight townships during the year 
1931, was voted by. the board of 
supervisors Wednesday upon 
recommendations by County En- 
gineer FP. P.'G. Halbfass. No sur- 
facing work is planned. : 

Last year the county engineering 
department completed construction 
work on 13.7 miles of Class A local 
roads in Moscow, Fulton, Mont- 
pelier, Seventy-Six, Cedar, Orono, 
Fruitland and Sweetland . town- 
ships. This included the building 
of a bridge over a slough in Fruit- 
land township and a road location 
job in Sweetland township. 

To Continue Program 

Continuing the program, the 
county will some time during the 
coming spring carry out road 
building work in Pike, Wapsinonoc, 
Goshen, Wilton, Sweetland, Bloom- 
ington, Lake and Fruitland town- 
ships. All of the work is to be 
done with county equipment and 
the use of day labor. When the 
work is finished, the county will 
have completed construction jobs in 
every township. 

When the road-building program 
was adopted last year, approx- 
imately twenty-one and a half 
miles of unbuilt dirt roads were 
added to the county system. aoe 
on these roads will now be starte 
with the idea of receiving bids on 
the following roads: road F, leading 
north out of Fruitland; one mile 
on road R, leading west out of West 
Liberty; road A, leading east from 
Cranston, and the extension of road 
X in Seventy-Six township. The 
proposed work will be done as 
rapidly as weather conditions will 


permit. 
Plan Culvert Work 

Arrangements were made with 
Ned Burroughs, contractor, to place 
large rocks at the outlet of 33 cul- 
verts in the county where stream 
beds have been scoured out. An 
average of three tons of rock will 
be placed, the work to be done 
under a flat price agreement be- 
tween the contractor and the board. 
The rock is to hauled and 
placed at a cost of $3.25 me om. 

Plans‘ were also made by the 


board and the engineer: to blade 
grade approximately 10 miles of 
local roads scattered over the 
county, as a part of the mainten- 
ance work outlined for the year.

BEING PLACED 


Labor of Unloading 
‘ Supplies Is Now 
‘ Under Way 


Work of unloading material and 
equipment for construction of the 
Pipe line from the Mississippi river 
bluffs on the Iowa shore to those 
in Illinois has been started by the 
Pacific Bridge company.

Two 18 inch pipe will be 
laid on land and six 12 inch pives 
will be placed under the river. The 
work is expected to be completed 
July 1. 

A representative of the company 
who is now in Muscatine announc- 
ed today that offices will be open- 
ed soon in the Burlington, Musca- 
tine and Northwestern railroad 
company’s building at the foot of 
Towa avenue. 

The Oklahoma Contracting com- 
pany, has the contract for the lay- 
ing of the pipe from Ardon to 
Knoxville, a distance of about 190 
miles. One 24 inch pipe will be 
placed in‘this district. 

This company will employ some 
250 men all, with the exception of 
office workers, machine operators 
and other skilled laborers, will be 
residents of this vicinity. 

The length of time it will take 
to complete this section of the 
work depends entirely upon the 
weather conditions, it is reported.

SOUND BIDDING 














Because of variations in the bid- 
ding, the above hand produced a 
variety of scores in a Duplicate 
Contract session held recently. At 
all the tables South opened with a 
bid of ohe Club. At one table 
West, with the Clubs stopped twice, 
bid No Trump; there was no other 
bid and West was defeated as 
North ran six Diamonds and then 
put South in to make two Clubs. 
At another table West bid one 
Spade, North three Diamonds, 
East passed, and South, who was 
forced to bid by his _ partner’s 
jump-shift, was afraid of three No 
Trumps, so he tried four Clubs. 
West doubled, hoping that East 
could double the four Diamonds 
which was sure to follow; but East 
did not dare to do so and neither 
did West. Of course North was 
set, but that was a big gain com- 
pared to what happened at the 
tables where East and West bid 
their hands corgectly. 

West’s sound declaration was to 
double South’s initial one Club in 
the hope of getting a major answer 
from East, which he.would do if 
East should have four cards of 
either major. If East should ans- 
wer with a Diamond, West would 
be in a position to bid for game in 
No Trump as he has the Clubs 
stopped twice. Even with West 
doubling, it still would be ad- 
vantageous for ‘North to bid three 
Diamonds in a desperate attempt 
to shut East out. But East, with 
four Hearts headed by a King- 
Queen-Ten and a dbubling par- 
ner, would size up the double as 
having been made with atrong 
majors and consequently would 
bid three Hearts; and West would 
make the game-bid of four.’

Aliens shall be excluded from the count of the number of 
persons in each state jn apportioning representatives in the 
congress among the several states according to their respec- 
tive numbers.” 
Such is the substance of a bill proposing a constitutional 
amendment which has been favorably reported by the 
judiciary committee of the lower house of congress. To’ se- 


cure the adoption of the amendment three-fourths of the’ 


state legislatures must approve the proposal which, it is 
estimated, will eliminate about 7,000,000 from the count. 

As is well known, aliens ‘congregate mostly in our large 
cities and many thousands of them make no attempt to _be- 

‘come American citizens. A large percentage come here to 
work in order to amass what would be considered wealth in 
their native countries and then to return there. They do 
America no good but, on the contrary, keep many native- 
born or naturalized Americans, who make their homes here, 
out of johs. 

This’ amendment will also have a tendency to check the 
growing strength of our,urban centers in national affairs. 
By reducing representation in the congested districts it will 
give the agricultural regions, “the backbone of the nation as 
well as the breadbasket,” a more equal voice in our govern- 
ment. Strong opposition will be made by the large centers 
of population but its ratification by legislatures of thirty-six 
states, if submitted, seems probable. 


_ Teachers Coming Here

as a convention city when the Southeastern Iowa Teachers 
association meets here April 9 to 10. The magnitude of the 
convention is shown ‘by the comprehensive program as an- 
nounced by Superintendent of Schools E. A. Sparling in 
Wednesday’s Midwest*Free Press. Prominent educators from 
several sections of the country will be present to address the 
gathering. ‘ 

Such meetings as these will place Muscatine on the map as 
a convention city if the residents cooperate-in extendihg a 
cordial welcome to the city’s guests. While the responsibility 
for the sessions rests primarily’ with the local instructors 
they should be accorded every possible assistance by the 
towns-pedple. There is no higher class of citizens than our 
school teachers and Muscatine has every reason to congratu- 
late itself on being selected as the convention ¢ity this year.

The last member of Post No. 1, Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, died at Los Angeles recently. He was Abram Henry Cor-

Where Will It End? 

For several years municipal, state and federal taxes have 
been increasing and the benefits for those who are taxed 
have been decreasing: As year has succeeded year there have 
been loud lamentations against high taxes, political candi- 
dates have promised reforms in their campaign speeches and 
then, when elected, work overtime in devising néw methods 
of raising more taxes. 

What is needed most at present is a more equitable distri- 
bution of taxes. It is notorious that many of our large in- 
dustries are paying only a small part of their just share of 
taxes. And the farmer seems to be the “goat.” 

In an address at Council Bluffs recently James R. Lev- 
erett, president of the “Iowa Association of Real Estate 
Boards, urged the passage of the county assessor bill, claim- 
ing that if the c::"»s were compelled to pay their share of 
the taxes it would lighten the burden on the farmers. He 
cited several examples where large corporations were under- 
assessed, which, in turn, raises the tax on farm property in 
order to raise the required revenue. 

While there is some opposition to the assessor bill the con- 
clusions as they affect the farmer deserve mention. They 
are: 

The real opposition to the county assessor comes from fa- 
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vored industries who now escape their share of the fax 
burden. 

The farms will be benefited to a greater extent by the fair 
and equal assessment of all property than by any other rem- 
edy so far proposed. 

Farmers need have no fear of a county assessor appointed 
by the board of supervisors as a majority of the supervisors 
is elected by the farmers themselves. 

It is just as important to have a voice in the selection of a 
man who will assess the other fellow as it is to elect your own 
assessor. 

All of which is food for thought, and should be given eon- 


sideration by those who believe the township unit system is 
the best. ‘

Muscatine Booster. 
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Principle of Steam Engine 

The principle of the. steam en- 
gine is very simple. Stripped of 
all technicality, it may be described 
as follows: Take a can with a 
height somewhat longer than its 
width, and close up both ends. 
Make a hole in the center of one 
of the ends large enough for the 
insertion of a rod about the diame- 
ter of a small poker. Fasten one 
end of this rod to the center of a 
disc which will fit closely into the 
can. Insert this disc in the can 
with the poker passing through the 
hole. The whole apparatus will be 
similar to that of a churn. Bore 
two holes in the sides of the can, 
at top and bottom. Allow steam 
to pass into the can through the 
first hole, which will force the disc 
to the other end of the can, and 
draw the poker with it. Then, in- 
troduce steam through the othef 
hole. This will drive the disc to 
the other end of the can, and at 
the same time the steam enterirg 
the first hole will pass out. This 
gives a motion to the poker rod, 





which continues so long as steam 
is forced in and out. The rod, is, 
of course, connected with a crank 
which works on a shaft, and from 
this shaft power is transmitted. 
The steam is let into the cylinder 
automatically. A fly wheel is main- 
tained where there is not more 
than one cylinder, and even where 
there is more than one, so as to 
create momentum, which carries 
the crank beyond its dead center. 
The modern steam engine makes 
from 100 to even 1,000 revolutions 
a minute. Its power is measured 
by its capacity to equal that of one 
or several horses, ahd is known as 
horse-power. Steam :engines are 
made with a capacity of only a 
small fraction of horse-power, and 
up to several thousand. But usual- 
ly, where great’ power is required. 
more than one cylinder is used, alf 
of them working upon the same 
shaft. The so-called turbine steam 
engine is similar to the ordinary 
turbine water wheel, except that 
steam, instead of water, is forced 
against it. a

Czech Expert Loses

NEW YORK—(INS)—William T. 
Tilden 2nd, for ten years the out- 
standing figure in amateur tennis 
in this country, is riding on the 
crest of victory in his quest for the 
professional. championship of the 
world. 

The lanky Philadelphitn, hero of 
many a Davis cup battle, scored a 
stunning surprise at Madison 
Square Garden last night when he 
defeated Karel Kozeluh, long the 
king of the professionals, in 
straight sets in the first of nine 
matches for the championship. The 
score was 6-4, 6-2, 6-4. 

Artillery Effective 

The short and stocky Czech nev- 
er had a chance. Not once was he 
able to break through Big Bill's 
cannonball service. Tilden’s blaz- 
ing service aces left him helpless, 
the Philadelphian winning six love 
games to Kozeluh’s one. 

Time and again Tilden drew his 
opponent out of position and gain- 
ed the applause of the crowd of 
14,000 enthusiasts with a neat 
placement on the other side of the 
court. Kozeluh’s supporters were 
stunned by his amazing inaccura- 
cy, in view of his proverbial steadi- 
ness, and his poor court tactics. He 
used too many chop shots and lob- 
bed when he should have driven 
for the sidelines. You don’t lob 
shots over Big Bill’s head, it just 
isn’t being done. 

Czech Outclassed 

The raven-haired Czech had 
been advertised as the man with 
rubber legs, the fellow who never 
tired. He may have rubber legs but 
last night he had leaden feet. Al- 
though he made amazing “gets” at 
intervals, he was standing on a 
dime much of the time. 

Tilden held the upper har.d from 
the time that announcer Joe 
Humphries got a slab of chewing 
gum tangled up with his tonsils 
and double-faulted on the word 
“Czechoslovakia,” until the final 
point of the match. 

Tilden got the jump on the rival 
in the first set when he broke 
through Kozeluh’s service in the 


‘ third game. Thereafter games fol- 


lowed service. In the third set he 
took the first game on the Czech’s 
service. Games again following 
service until the finish. In the 
second set, Kozéluh was able to 
capture only the third and seventh 
games, on his own service. 

The “tennis world series” will 
be resumed in Baltimore tonight. 
Tilden made a decided hit as a 
showman in his debut as a “pro- 
fessional racketeer.” The spectators 
merely laughed when he snapped 
his fingers in annoyance or slash- 
ed the ozone with his racquet after 
dubbing a shot. There was no 
booing. 

The tour should be a financial 
and artistic success. It looks as 
if the U. S. L. T. A. officials knew 
their onions when they predicted 
that the venture would greatly 
stimulate interest in the game. 
Last night’s receipts totaled about 
$37,000.

SUGGESTED FOR 
BOXING MUDDLE 


New York Sport Writ- 
er Presents Plans 
For Peace

NEW YORK.—(INS)—So much 
is being said and written about the 
muddled heavyweight champion- 
ship fight situation that it mig? 
not be a bad idea to stop at this 
time to take stock. 

We read about Sharkey fighting 
Mickey Walker as competition to 
the Schmeling-Stribling fight. We 
read about Primo Carnera being re- 
instated in New York state so that 
he can fight Sharkey on the same 
day and date tuat Der Max and 
Willie of the old south gallop to the 
post in Chicago. We read about 
vague promoters who are going to 
do thus and so and about this and 
that. 

These stories make fair reading 
and have only one basic fault. They 
aren’t true. 

Garden Controls 

The Madison Square Garden cor- 
poration may not always promote 
our major fights. But as the old- 
est inhabitant invariably says when 
you ask him if he thinks it will 
rain: “It always has.” 

In this case the GarJen, through 
a subsidiary, also holds a contract 
on Carnera and has exclusive right 
to both New York City ball parks 
for fight promotion purposes. A 
combination that is likely to battle 
even the most mysterious of pro- 
moters. 

So we may safely start with this 
premise: Whatever is done the 
Garden will have a hand in. 

And the first thing that is going 
to be done is the promotion of the 
Schmeling-Stribling world’s champ- 
ionship bout in Chicago. This is 
in. I see by the papers where She!- 
don Clark is to head a committee of 
fifty Chicago business men who will 
——- the fight. Soldier field 
is being held open for the week be- 
ginning June 14, and the most prob- 
able date is Wednesday night, 
June 17. 

Chicago Seeks Cut 

There would be an immediate 
official announcement of these 
facts except that the charity angic 
has not been straightened out. 
Damon Runyon and- Bill Farns- 
worth signed this match for the 
New York City milk fund charity 
of which Mrs. W. R. Hearst is 
chairman. 

But the Chicago people feel, and 
quite properly, that Chicago should 
not be asked to contribute to 4 
strictly New York City charity. 
They have starved and under- 
nourished babies out there, too, 
even though we don’t hear much 
about them until they get mixed in 
the hospitals at birth. Possibly the 
reason we hear so little from Chi- 
cago. babies is that the busy Windy 
City housewives put maxim silenc- 
ers on them. 

With the fight definitely set for 
Chicago, then, there are two alter- 
natives for those who really made 
the match. There is a Chicago milk 
fund which might participate, or 
the milk fund might withdraw from 
this bout. 

I haven’t talked with either Run- 
yon ‘or Farnsworth on this subject 
since the day Schmeling, Striblins 
and Carnera signed, and am only 
inferring this as a suggestion to 
them and all.the others concerned. 
But if Sharkey and Carnera can be 
matched for New York, say in July 
—and they can—why couldn’t the 
milk fund share in the receipts of 
that bout instead of the other one? 

Compromise Plan 

Both New York and Chicago 
would be getting the bouts - they 
want. Both would draw weli. 
Sharkey would be getting the 
chance to which every fair-minded 
sport fan thinks him entitled. The 
New York commission would not 
be placed in the position of driving 
all the big bouts out of this city; 
nor would they have to bend the 
knee greatly in reinstating Carnera. 

Jacobs and Pa Stribling might 
object on the grounds that the win- 
ner of their fight had been prom- 
ised Carnera, but I don’t think it 
would be a serious objection. Both 
of them know that they can’t shut 
Sharkey out of the picture perman- 
ently simply by shutting their eyes 
to him. 


And, in the final analysis, these 
two bouts would clear the way for 
@ real and, decisive championship 
struggle either in the late fall or 
the spring of 1932. If the commis- 
sion, the Garden, the managers and 
the fighters are sinserely anxious to 
give the public what it wants here’s 
their chance to prove it.

PASTOR BEGINS 
PRISON TERM 


Minister Convicted of 
Abducting Choir 
Member 


EDWARDSVILLE, ' Tll.— (INS) — 
The Reverened Alonzo I. Shoe- 
maker, the penecostal minister who 
was convictetd of abducting a 19- 
year-old former girl member of his 
choir, was taken to southern [IMlli- 
nois penitentiary at Chester, Wed- 
nesday, to start serving his in- 
determinate sentence from 1 to 10 
years. 

Shoemaker who gave a $10,000 
appeal bond last summer following 
his conviction but who failed to 
perfect the appeal, was arrested at 
Alton under the bond Tuesday 
night and put in jail here.

In October 
1929 Shoemaker was ousted as pas- 
tor of his Alton church when he 
disappeared with two other girl 
members of his choir, Miss Annette 
Hankins and Miss Edith Harris. 
The two girls and the minister 
were found together conducting a 
revival in Florida. The minister 
was indicted on three abduction 
charges but the state prosecuted 
only on the one charge.

Years, Recovered 


AUSTIN, Tex.—(INS)—A his- 
tory of Texas, written earlier than 
1780, by Father Morfi, a Francis- 
can priest of the eighteenth cen-

“I feel it my duty to call to the

feat of the proposed bill. In an ef- 
fort to acquaint the theater going 
public with the provisions of the} 
bill he submitted the following 
communication: ‘ 

Meaning of Measure 

“Realizing the seriousness of the | 
proposed state tax of 10 per cent | 
to be placed on theater admissions, | 
which is now pending in the legis- | 
lature of Iowa, I feel it my duty to 
call to the attention of the theater 
going public the seriousness of this | 
proposed tax measure. | 

“Upon investigation I find that 
very little has been said or pub- 
lished in regard to this proposed 
Admission Tax Bill, and I feel that | 
it should be explained so that the 
theater going public might know’ 
the facts and can realize the seri- | 
ousness of a law imposing such a/| 
| tax at this time. | 
| “Section 1. of the Tax Bill pro- | 
posed, is as follows: On and after | 
July 1, 1931 there shall be levied, | 
assessed, collected, and paid a tax 
on opera houses, moving picture 
show, vaudeville shows, circus, side- 
show, carnival, athletic contest, 
sightseeing airplane flights, riding 
devices of all kinds, skating rink, 
miniature golf course, public dance, 
wrestling match, league or profes- 
sional baseball, and all other places 
of public amusement operated for 
pecuniary profit. 

Would Tax Pleasure 

“This proposed legislation in fact 
means the placing of taxes on the 
people for their relaxation, - recre- 
ation, pastime and pleasure. We 
work all day long, from early morn- 
ing until early evening in our ef- 
forts to make money enough to pay 
the taxes levied on our homestead, 
personal property, piano, radio, 
automobile, and our dog—Yes and 
we are even taxed for the pleasure 
of hunting and fishing and it seems 
that we are to be taxed because 
some are fortunate enough to have 
an income.

HOLLYWOOD, Calif. — (INS)— 
Hollywood today is one of the rich- 
est financial and industrial centers 
of the west. 

During the last ten years the 
film city has enjoyed tremendous 
and extensive development. 

The vast increase in financial 
; and industrial activities has ‘in- 
sured the film city a firm finan- 
cial footing. and it is now consid- 
ered one of the richest western 
business centers. 

Figures show that in 1930 Holly- 
wood. had. property. holdings and 
buildings with an appraised value 
of $496,177,780, while in 1910 its 
property holdings were valued at 
$20,000,000. These figures were 
computed from the official asses- 
sed valuation.
